LONDON ft—-Secretary of State 
Dulles and Russia's Dmitri Sheip- 
lov conferred almost 90 minutes

Columbus Cop 
Dies, Victim 
Of Gunfight

Patrolm an Thomas E . Webb, a 
[ veteran of six years on the force, 
died in a hospital 
about 
three 
hours after the gun battle on the 
city's east side. A bullet was lodg­ 
ed in his brain He is the first Co­ 
lumbus police officer to be killed 
in a gun battle since 1938. 
Webb’s rookie partner, Patrol­ 
m an Melvin M. G rim m , 25, was 
reported in fair condition. 
Webb and Grim m had gone to 
an apartm ent house in answer to 
a call from Franklin’s sister-in- 
law. She said Franklin had threat­ 
ened to kill his wife. 
In a struggle, Franklin wrestled 
away G rim m 's revolver and shot 
G rim m . The latter staggered out­ 
side and go 
two deliverym en to 
call for help on a police car radio. 
Franklin shot Webb, then went 
to the apartm ent w here his wife 
had barricaded the bedroom door. 
The wife, Bessie, 21, dropped her 
two sm all children from the sec­ 
ond-story window. Then she and 
two other women 
relatives 
also 
jum ped out the window. 
Some 50 officers arrived and be­ 
gan firing tear gas into another 
bedroom 
where 
Franklin 
was 
trapped. They heard a shot and 
found Franklin slum ped dead on 
the floor, a bullet wound in his 
tem ple.

In other sections, deadly 
nightshade, laurel and water hem ­ 
lock are dangerous Larkspurs also

trouble. 
A large number of plants are 
deadly because they develop hy­ 
drocyanic or prussic acid. Includ­ 
ed in this group are wild choke­ 
cherry, sorghum, sudan grass.

Under norm al conditions, are con­ 
sidered very good feed Only when 
the norm al growth is interrupted

ings at this tim e of year and obtain 
a veterinarian s diagnosis prom ptly

Tree * ripened peaches arc ex­ 
cellent in flavor, but are very dif­ 
ficult to ship because they bruise 
so easily To be sure of that tree- 
ripened flavor, loodshopper* who 
live near peach producing areas 
may want to select their tree-rip 
ened fruit at the farm or roadside 
m arket. 
If Hie peaches are not fully ripe 
when bought, they can t a ripened 
further at room tem perature Ful- 
* iy ripe peaches should be stored in 
the refrigerator in a single layer 
to prevent bruising. 


Milk Price Increase 


For Farmers Sighted 


COLUMBUS — Ohio dairy farm 
cr* can expect an increase this 
year over the average price for 
milk in 1955. W allace Barr, agricul­ 
tural extension economist at Ohio 
State University, says the price for 
milk in 1956 has averaged 14 per 
hundredweight. This is 27 cents ov­ 
er the average for the sam e per 
lod last year 
B arr says sales of milk by farm 
ers are increasing sizably and it 
is practically certain that cash re­ 
ceipts this year will be higher than 
1955 s total. He expecta receipts to 
be close to the record 4 6 billion 
dollars set in 1952 
Although receipts are increasing, 
dairym en's costs continue high, so 
the increase in net income may not 
be as great as the increase in 
gross cash receipts, B arr points 
out.

REJUVENATING BASTI RES

It will pay you well to use ferti­ 
lizer liberally on the new pasture

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By RAYMOND W1LCOVE 
(Centra* P rea* Association) 
WASHINGTON — America is on 
the move in ever - increasing, num­ 
bers and Uncle Sam. plans to spend 
almost a half • billion dollars to 
see that they’re well taken care of 
in the nation’s parks and forests.

ly national recreation areas from 
coast to coast has made this gigan­ 
tic program necessary. 
The years from 1916, when the 
National Park service was cre­ 
ated, until 1955 saw the number 
of visitors rise from u m ere 300,- 
000 to

whopping 50 
million. 
Park officials expect 80 million 
in 1966. 
That year will mark the golden 
anniversary of the National Park 
service, so the 
Interior 
D epart­ 
ment, under whose jurisdiction if 
operates, has dubbed its ambitious 
program of improvement “ Mission 
66. ”

MISSION 66 contemplates the ex­ 
penditure of $476,160,000 on thous­ 
ands of projects between now and 
1966. These funds will be exclusive 
of the $310,385,000 that will be spent 
on operating the park system. The 
total expenditure for the 10 years 
will approxim ate $786,545,000. 
The funds will be spent in the 181 
acres of the national park system. 
Repairs 
and 
improvements 
are 
badly needed because upkeep of 
the park system fell behind during 
World War II and the Korean War. 
In addition, the parks, equipped to 
handle 25 million visitors, were ov­ 
erwhelmed by twice that number 
last year. 
National Park Service Director 
Conrad L. Wirth said the 10-year 
program “ envisions gradually in­ 
creasing annual appropriations un­ 
til a peak of about $83,500,000 is 
reached in 1966.”

Miss Netz might include a fruit in 
season such as melon, peaches or 
berreis; a protein food, for exam ­ 
ple ham and eggs or wheat cakes 
and sausage; bread or rolls with 
butter and jam , and milk and hot 
coffee. 
The home e c o n o m i s t rec­ 
ommends washing the fruit before 
leaving home and wrapping it in 
an insulated bag to keep it cold. 
An old skillet is necessary for the 
ham and eggs or for wheat cakes 
made w?ith a mix and powdered 
milk. Bread tastes good if toasted 
over the fire with a long handled 
broiler. Coffee should be put on as 
soon as the coals are hot. It can 
be made in an old coffee pot or a 
big, covered can, Miss Netz ex­ 
plains. 
THE OUTDOOR luncheon or din­ 


ner meal has the same basic menu 
as breakfast. The home economist 
suggests that it contain a protein 
food which 
may be meat, fish, 
poultry, baked beans or cheese. 
Protein has a staying quality which 
gives satisfaction to a meal and is 
needed by both children and adults 
for growth and repair of muscle 
tissues. 
It also provides iron for building 
red blood cells and B .vitamins for 
a good appetite, proper digestion, 
and a healthy nervous system. 
Along with the meat course Miss 
Netz adds a starchy food, such as 
potatoes baked in the coals or corn 
wrapped in foil and roasted over 
the fire; a vegetable which might 
be in the form of a tossed vegeta­ 
ble salad or raw vegetable relish, 
bread and butter, and a dessert. 
A beverage suited to the group and 
the weather 
may 
be 
added. 
It 
might include milk or fruit juices. 
Taking w ater from home in a 
tightly sealed container is a good 
safety precaution, adds the home 
economist, if the safety of the wa­ 
ter supply is questionable.

People Watch as Political Drama Unfolds 


More people than ever before are watch­ 
ing with high interest the unfolding of a 
great national drama in the Democratic 
national convention just ended and the Re­ 
publican convention about to get under­ 
way. 
Numerous commentators are asserting 
that times are changing since the former 
days when most people seemed to consid­ 
er the boistrous and sometimes rowdy 
spectacle furnished by a national political 
convention as something to be deplored. 
Now they m o r e and more enj o y the 
“Show” , some from the studious and often 
critical viewpoint, others for just plain en­ 
tertainment. 
Radio and especially the TV have done 
some things to relieve the gaudy side of 
such meetings. There has been some im ­ 
provement in what many of those w h o 
know’ they are being watched in action by 


th e folks back home, now' do. 
Also one newspaper recently comment­ 
ed on convention activities this way: 
“Historians and political analysts are 
now getting deeper insights into the nature 
of the quadrennial party conventions by 
which presidential candidates are nomi­ 
nated, and there seems to be a growing 
conviction that the evolution of this politi­ 
cal instrument has answered the purposes 
of democracy far better than earlier com­ 


m entators were in a position to see.” 
There is as much public interest as ev­ 
er in these massive political functions, 
probably more, and it is nowadays almost 
wholly untainted by the mockery and cyn­ 
icism which, in earlier times, the citizen 
often felt he had to evince in apologetic 
deprecation of his interest. No longer does 
it appear necessary to mitigate one s fas­ 
cination at the great scenes with the dis­ 
claimed “but if s all hoopla, of course.” 
There is still at least a lot of hoopla 
wherever a few politicians are gathered 
together, and plenty of it at national con­ 
ventions despite multiple and continuing 
reforms, but our ripening awareness of 
what goes on and the mechanics of our 
political system are not distracted there­ 
by. We are free to address ourselves to 
the spectacles with rapt attention. A fun­ 
dam ental American process is at work. 
It is a rem arkable tribute to our politi­ 
cal institutions that in a year when per­ 
haps proportionately less people than ev­ 
er before expect the Democratic Party to 
p r o d u c e a winning presidential slate, 
there is not the slightest abatem ent of ex­ 
citement with w'hich the American public 
views this great unfolding dram a of the 
Democratic Convention and will view the 
Republican Convention with equal inter­ 
est.

People Watch as Political Drama Unfolds 


More people than ever before are watch­ 
ing with high interest the 'unfolding of a 
great national drama in the Democratic 
national convention just ended and the Re­ 
publican convention about to get under­ 
way. 
Numerous commentators are asserting 
that times are changing since the former 
days when most people seemed to consid­ 
er the boistrous and sometimes rowdy 
spectacle furnished by a national political 
convention as something to be deplored. 
Now they m o r e and more enj o y the 
“ show” , some from the studious and often 
critical viewpoint, others for just plain en­ 
tertainment. 
Radio and. especially the TV have done 
some things to relieve the gaudy side of 
such meetings. There has been some im­ 
provement in what many of those w h o 
know they are being watched in action by 
the folks back home, now do. 
Also one newspaper recently comment­ 
ed on convention activities this way: 
“ Historians and. political analysts are 
now getting deeper insights into the nature 
of the quadrennial party conventions by 
which presidential candidates are nomi­ 
nated, and there seems to be a growing 
conviction that the evolution, of this politi­ 
cal instrument has answered the purposes 
of democracy far better than earlier com­ 


mentators were in a position to see." 
There is as much public interest as ev­ 
er in these m assive political functions, 
probably more, and it is nowadays almost, 
wholly untainted by the mockery and cyn­ 
icism which, in earlier times, the citizen 
often felt he had to evince in apologetic 
deprecation of his interest. No longer does 
it appear necessary to mitigate one’s fas­ 
cination at the great scenes with the dis­ 
claimed “ but it’s all hoopla, of course.” 
There is still at least a. lot of hoopla 
wherever a few' politicians are gathered 
together, and plenty of it at national con­ 
ventions despite multiple and continuing 
reform s, but our ripening awareness of 
what goes on. and the mechanics of our 
political system are not distracted there­ 
by. We are free to address ourselves to 
the spectacles with rapt attention. A fun­ 
damental American process is at work. 
It is a rem arkable tribute to our politi­ 
cal institutions that in a year when per­ 
haps proportionately less people than ev­ 
er before expect the Democratic Party to 
p r o d u c e a winning presidential slate, 
there is not the slightest abatement of ex­ 
citement with which the American public 
views this great unfolding drama o! the 
Democratic Convention and will view the 
Republican Convention with equal inter­ 
est. 


The Red Channels' Decision 


A very tin.poiia.nt decision was 


handed down in the New York 
State Court of Appeals in the 
case of Joe J u l i a n vs. Amer­ 
ican Business Consultants. Inc.. 
publishers of the book “ Red Chan­ 
nels” which stirs such contro­ 
versy as it was assumed: by many 
whose names appeared in this 
book that they lost employment 
because of it. 
Joe Julian is a radio actor and 


is cited in that book in relation 
to organizations that are regard­ 
ed by some as pro-Communist. 
Julian sued for libel. The lower 


courts held that “ Red Channels" 
had not libeled him and he ap­ 
pealed to this highest court of 
New York State. The defendants 
claimed that they merely engag­ 
ed in fair comment. The court 
held, with one dissenting opinion 
to which I shall refer, that “ The 
public 
always must be 
given 


the opportunity to make its own 
decision. To this end the right 
to speak and write freely .1 re­ 
gard to' public personalities has 
always been defended as long 
as the right is exercised openly 
and reasonably 


**In this way the public can 


judge 'those reporting, as well. _ as 
those reported. The clandestine 
work of bigotry and intolerance 
flourishes when comment is sup­ 
pressed. 'Those who seek, public 
acclaim and support, cannot ex­ 
pect. immunity from criticism or 
insist that 
the public 
remain 


nnin.form.ed regarding their activ­ 
ities. The conduct of public fig­ 
ure* is legitimate matter of in­ 
vestigation. . 


Further the court held: 
"Free speech is not the sole 
property of special classes of our 
people, such as radical, or liber­ 
al dissenters, or opponents of 
censorship. Every person has the 
right of free speech, even the 
moderate, the conservative dis­ 
senter and the prude. The plain­ 
tiff had the rights of assembly, 
of petition, and the exercise of 
free speech in attending; a Com­ 
munist f r o n t meeting organiz­ 
ed to set in motion measures de­ 
signed to abo.li.sh the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, 
and to call for a second front in 
Europe in October, 1942, after our 
entry into World W ar 
II 
and 


while we were under intense at­ 
tack by the Japanese, although 
♦he government’s domestic and 
foreign policies were otherwise. 


To the same extent his fellow 
citizens have a right to .show' who 
organized the meetings why in 
their opinion, they organized the 
meetings, and whether the meet­ 
ings were part of a plan, and 
of the meetings have in the com­ 
munity and whether in their opin­ 
ion it impaired his qualification 
for employment in an industry 
disseminating news and ideas."

The ghastly tales in which insects 
take over the world seem only too 
possible 
The creeping, crawling, 
flying population must be reckon­ 
ed with. 
The children come home from 
cam p looking like smallpox cases. 
Backyard barbecues built at great 
expense are 
abandoned 
to 
the 
chiggers. Thin lines of ants parade 
boldly over the front-door sill The 
night is horrid with the shriek of 
dive bombing mosquitoes, 
Will the boasted intelligence of 
man break down under this on­ 
slaught? Sometimes it sterna that 
the outcome of the battle will be 
close. 
Fortunately, our scientists 
are meeting the challenge with new 
and better insecticides each year. 
But 
resistant 
strains of insects 
seem to appear for each new spray 
W hat’s more, the chemicals are 
som etim es dangerous to man him 
self. and to the domestic animals 
on which he depends for life. 
While the scientific battle against 
the insect world coes on. what can 
the average civilian do to protect 
himself? 
Good 
screens 
and 
scrupulous 
cleanliness will, at least, keep in­ 
sects outside where they belong 
Repair breaks in screens at once. 
Mosquito com m andos can spy out 
the slightest break and bring up an 
attack force in almost no tim e. 
Careful kitchen policing will dis­ 
courage enemy fifth columns. In­ 
secticide “ bom bs" containing py* 
rethrum and DDT are powerful 
offensive weapons, but must be 
used with caution to avoid harm ing 
human beings and pets. 
Despite all precaution, insect at­ 
tacks are 
frequently 
successful, 
Fortunatley, the bites are rarely 
dangerous, merely uncomfortable. 
Now that m alaria and yellow fev­ 
er are under control, the greatest 
danger lies in scratching where it 
Itches This can lead to infection 
and possible blood poisoning Keep 
the skin clean, apply calam ine lo­ 
tion. Epsom salts, or a wet paste 
of equal parts of baking soda and 
e a te r This treatm ent will soothe 
the sting and the bites should dis­ 
appear shortly, 
It isn’t really necessary to spend 
the sum m er in an air raid shelter. 
Man’s c o u r a g e and ingenuity 
should win this war.
